The only qualifications are to 
be an adult and to possess a sane 
mind. At least 70 per cent of 
the voters cannot sign their own 
names, and a good 85 per cent of 
all- the 175,000,000 live in vil- 
lages. 

So, it was necessary to assign 
symbols. There will be many 
ballot boxes. Each will have on 
it the party symbol. Thus, the 
Congress Party, which was the 
party formed years ago by Ma- 
hatma Gandhi and his followers, 
and which is the party of libera- 
tion, will use the symbol of two 
yoked buffaloes—the dominant 
symbol of rural India and one 
which holds its own on the 
crowded city streets. | 

The problem of surmounting 
such overwhelming illiteracy was 
not easy. The government wisely 
foresaw that any symbol which 
had religious appeals would be 
unfair and dangerous. India has 
many branches of the Hindu re- 
ligion and a plethora of super- 
stitions. 


Gandhi 


The picture of Gandhi was not 
permitted. The spinning wheel 
was out, because it, too, means 
Gandhi. The Communists were 
not allowed. the hammer and 
sickle. The plow was banned. 
Cows and monkeys are sacred, 
although in some scattered com- 
munifies they are now killing 
monkeys because of the devasta- 
tion they do crops. Since 85 per 
cent of the voters are peasants 
in villages, the candidates natur- 
ally wanted to appeal to those 
votes. The symbols are being 
widely shown by candidates. 


The Congress Party chose two 
yoked bullocks. It likely will pain 
the more sensitive Republicans 
to know that the _ All-India 
Scheduled Castes Federation, an 
organization of the lowly Un- 
touchables, will use the elephant 
as its symbol. It is a party which 
actually is rather far to the So- 
cialists’ left, but which will fol- 
low the Congress Party because 
to the peasants and the Untouch- 
ables Gandhi is a god. Indeed, 
to many he is God. It was he 
who, calling them  Harijans 
(Children of God), broke the 
rigid caste and allowed them to 
mix with other persons, to at- 
tend temples, and so on. For- 
merly, if even the shadow of an 
Untouchable fell on a high caste 
Indian, that person went and 
cleaned himself by bathing and 
changing clothes. A picture of 
Gandhi, as the Father of Free In- 
dia, is in every house. The Un- 
touchables pray before it. 


The Communists chose a sickle 
and ears of corn. The new party 
of Peasants, Workers’ and Peo- 
ple’s Party, chose a hut, thereby 
causing the treasurer of the par- 
ty to wail mightily. There are 
many type huts in India—some 
round, some square, some closed, 
and others open. Some have 
thatched roofs, others rock and 
slate.

General Eisenhower is reported to be- 


lieve that federation of Western Europe, with 
a common foreign, military and economic 
policy, is the only chance for Western civi- 
lization to survive.

In the present stage of the game, France 
has emerged.as the intellectual leader of a 
new Western Europe which potentially will 
have strength to resist and to drive back 
Communist aggression. The Schuman Plan 
and the European Army projects, the first 
and most important steps, were born in Paris. 

Progress is being made. Negotiations are 
going on which the world hopes will result 
in security for freedom’ Churchill’s great 
prestige is needed, with the full force of the 
British government, if we are to be com- 
pletely successful.

occupied an aisle seat with an 
expression which seemed to dare 
either of us to try to get: past 
her, though she had seen_us give 
our seats to the first woman. 


Meanwhile, two other middle- 
aged women got on and stood 
beside woman No. 1. Did she 
move over so that one of them 
could be seated? She did not, 
nor did the “fortyish”-looking 
avoman so much as blink an eye- 
lash. So we rode the rest of 
the way to town standing in 
the aisle. 


With the limitations of my 
age, I try to be reasonably 
courteous, but hereafter the next 
old sister who gets on a bus 
where I have a seat can just 
stand and I hope she will like 
it. I’m going to be watching the 
scenery outside the window. Of 
course, if it’s a dazzling blonde, 
that’s different. If I don’t get 
a “thank you,” at least I may 
get an eyeful.

As the man who 
cleaned up the New York Police 
department and the prosecutor 
in the Alger Hiss case, he may 
be relied upon to do a good job. 


Most of the malfeasance un- 
earthed so far has concerned 
only minor  officials—col- 
lectors of internal revenue in_ 
the various states and mem- 
bers of their staffs, together 
with a few underlings in 
Washington. Small fry, all of 
them. It will be difficult to 
make a major scandal out of 
the activities of minor of- 
ficials. 


In the Teapot Dome oil scan- 
dals of the Harding Administra- 
tion, for example, several cabinet 
officers were involved, and yet, 
despite all the hullabaloo raised 
by the Democrats, the Repub- 
licans went on to win in a walk. 
President Calvin Coolidge evi- 
dently impressed the country 
with his determination to wipe 
out the mess and he was not 
held responsible for the acts 
committed under the regime of 
his predecessor. 

By his appointment of Judge 
Murphy, President Truman 
shows an equal determination. 
If he is not a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself, as the majority of 
party leaders now appear to be- 
lieve, no one can justly hold the 
next Democratic nominee 
blameworthy for what has hap- 
pened. 

The feeling is that much of 
the sorry business will be 
cleaned up before the coming 
national election and the people 


will have forgotten what is now , 


being said, Certainly it is that 


more important things will oc- 
cupy the minds of the people. : 

It is possible to find evidence 
of this attitude in the latest poll 
on the subject by Dr. Gallup, 
the eminent polister. He has just 
completed a survey which tends 
to show that some 53 per cent 
of the voters—Democrats, Re- 
publicans and those who classi- 
fy themselves as Independents 
—think that about the ‘same 
amount of corruption would oc- 
cur under a GOP administration. 
That may be taken to mean that 
the voters, for the most part, 
are none too impressed with the 
scandals as they have been 
brought out to date, 

The Republicans can be. 
counted on to blast the admin- 
istration for all the traffie will 
bear in the coming campaign be- 
cause of the scandals. But the 
party will have to get more than 
this to return to power. If Judge 
Murphy does a good job, as all 
expect him to do, the. Demo- 
crats will have a ready mitigat- 
ing answer. They will be able to 
show that the scandals were un- 
earthed, after all, not by the op- 
position party, but their own 
men in Congress and prosecuted 
by a Democrat at the insistence 
of a Democratic administration.

- The assembly named Brazil, 
Iceland, The Netherlands, Pakis- 
tan and Poland to the commission, 
but Poland already has announced 
it would not serve. The Russian 
bloc denounced the group as “il- 
legal” and as an “insult to the 
German people,” but Western 
spokesmen insisted the UN had 
to take positive action. 

The Security Council, after Jan. 
1, will be made up of the five 
permanent members, Britain, 
France, Nationalist China, Russia 
and the United Statés, six non- 
permanent members, The Nether- 
lands, Turkey and Brazil, (with 
one more year to serve), and 
Chile, Pakistan, and Greece (be- 
ginning two-year terms). . 

Greece announced its candidacy 
for the Security Council a year 
ago, and the United States agreed 
to: support it. There was an at- 
tempt by the Philippines to stand 
for the seat formerly held by 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 

. Vishinsky claimed in bitter 
speeches that a gentleman’s agree- 
ment in London in 1946 allocated 
seats on a geographical basis and 
the Slav tountries had two, the 
Soviet Union and one. other. 

Britain supported the view that 
a gentleman’s ent still was 
in effect and voted for ite 
Russia in the early balloting. , 
Washington maintained that the 
gentleman’s ent applied for 
one year only had long ceased 
to exist. White Russia is a con- 
stituent republic of the USSR, 
but was given UN membership, 


along with the Ukraine, under

When Ernie Harwell succeeded 
Marty Marion at second base on 


Rache Bell’s 1934 edition of the 
Northside Terrors, he visioned a 
sparkling diamond future. 


Harwell, like most youngsters, 


yearned to be a big leaguer. Both 
Marion and Harwell reached the 
big time, but by different routes. 
Marty, of course, became Mr.

Behind the- Scenes 


Passing through the sky, at 
13,000 feet, and watching a 
snowstorm below you is an en- 
chanted experience. Through 
the veil of snow, the lights of 
towns and cities take on a white 
muffled look as though you 
were watching a scene in a play 
acted behind a gauze scrim. Up 
ahead, in the cockpit, the pilot 
and his staffers hold the big 
transport on a course southeast 
of Buffalo, which presently 
comes into view through the 
port windows and as suddenly 
fades from view. These fliers 
are a great breed. The youngster 
in that Elizabeth, N. J., crash 
was flying his plane, trying to 
save his passengers, right up to 
the minute that the wing snap- 
ped off, the ship turned turtle 
and plummeted to the ground, 


It was snowing in Soyth Bend 
when we flew out of there, after 
the annual Notre Dame football 
banquet. Indiana is never so 
pretty as it is with five inches 
of snow blanketing hills and 
valleys, the moon was shining 
and the evening itself had a 
moon-magic quality to it, be- 
cause Notre Dame is something 
special. “You actually seem to 
feel the voltage of that school’s 
spirit when you reach the cam- 
pus,” reflected Fran Murray, U. 
of Penn athletic director, my 
plane companion. The funny 
part about it, he was right. 


The Rev. Father Hesburg, 34- 
year-old executive vice-presi- 
dent of Notre Dame, made the 
big speech of the evening and I 
suggest that it be tacked up in 
every college of the nation. He 
gave Notre Dame’s conception 
of a football player: “He is too 
often the forgotten man, though 
he is really all that remains 
when all is said and done about 
football. He is a person, the son 
of a father and mother, some- 
body’s brother. He is generally 
young and strong and fairly in- 
telligent. Because he is young, 
he is impressionable. He can be 
well or badly trained, bettered 
or spoiled, inspired or soured on 
the game of football and subse- 
quently, life in general.” 

“Because he is fairly intelli- 
gent, the football player is more 
than a pawn in the hands of un- 
scrupulous people who can use 
him to represent an educational 
institution without allowing him 
to get educated himself. Because 
he is fairly intelligent, he has a 
right to learn other things be- 
sides football, unless his whole 
life is to have only one meaning, 
to play football. And when 
men start treating football play- 
ers that way, then the words 
play and player are badly used, 
we have the famous example 
of the coach who chided a player 
with the query: ‘What do you 
think this is, a game?’.” 


“Let’s remember that in all 
this talk of what’s wrong with 
football, people are dealing in 
negatives, abuses and malprac- 
tice. Let’s ask what is good, not 
just about football, but what is 
good about the fellow who 
makes football, the player. If 
we are right about him, we are 
right about the game. If we are 
wrong about him, no game in 
the whole world can justify 
what is hurting him, neither 
gate receipts, TV nor anything 
else. We said the player is a 
person, an _ individual. This 
means you cannot use persons 
the way you use puppets to put 
on an exhibition; it means they 
can’t be bargained for like beef, 
or used and abused as though 
they were mechanical gadgets.”

“It means a school will get 
more out of them by developing 
their heart and spirit than by 
merely training their reflexes. 
In a word, football players are 
to be trained and respected as 
men, ngt as circus animals. To 
say they are persons is to say 
they are more important than 
anything else in the world. 
Their youth makes them a real 


trust to those to whom they are ° 


entrusted; their ‘telligence 
makes them something special, 
capable of greater emotional 
heights and depths, susceptible 
to the highest inspiration and 
the lowest degradation. Think 
about him and you will decide 
quickly where present day col- 
lege practices are good or bad.” 


“That was quite a speech Fa- 
ther Hesburg made,” reflected 
the U. of Pennsylvania athletic 
director. “No wonder that 
young Notre Dame club beat a 
bigger, better and more experi- 
enced Southern California. 
That’s the Notre Dame secret— 
develop their heart and spirit, 
not their muscles.” He fell 
silent. “What’s botherimg you, 
chum?”, I asked. Said Murray: 
“We play them the first game 
of the season, at Philadelphia.”

scribed in the booklet “So You 
Have Indigestion?,” for which 
send 25c and stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope. 

A good many people who be- 
lieve they have heart trouble 
were frightened long ago, not 
by the bogey man but by some 
half — some bumbling doctor 
who muttered something in his 
beard about a “murmur,” and 
dismissed the victim of the 
wretched trick without commit- 
ting himself as to what, if any- 
thing, the “murmur” meant. 
This is one kind of iatrogenic 
heart disease—the strange word 
means doctor-pronounced. 

Then there are too many mis- 
guided souls who imagine they 
have heart disease because their 
pulse misses a beat a few times 
in the minute. Here, wait a 
moment, let me see—by jingo, 
mine misses the 6th, nineteenth 
and 3lst beats. But I still run 
upstairs two stairs at a time and 
indulge in other activities which 
perhaps are not quite dignified 
for a quack of my pretensions, 
but I’ll know old age has over- 
taken me when I can no longer 
roll somersaults and run up- 
Stairs. 

I do hope you fatheads will 
not deduce from these remarks 
that I’m nutty and my teachings 
are too. However, if that’s the 
way you take it I won’t blame 
you.

This is no time to 
turn the heat on full force, it 
should be regulated to a slow, 
even heat of 325 degrees. 

RACK ROAST BEEF 

If roast beef

CHECK HAM COOKERY 

If ham is the favored meat, 
cook it like this: First be sure to 
look on the wrapper to make 
certain which type ham you 
have, one to-be-cooked before 
eating or a ready-to-eat one as 
they require entirely different 
cooking or heating times. Some 
prefer to wrap the ham loosely 
in heavy paper during cooking.

Add no water. Bake in a 325-de- 
gree oven.

GIVE CARVER ELBOW ROOM 


When ready to serve, place 
the meat on a large, hot platter 
and garnish sparingly so the 
carver will have plenty of. room. 
Here are some garnishing sug- 
gestions: 

1. Slice chilled, canned jellied 
cranberry sauce one-half inch 
thick. Use a cardboard tree pat- 
tern to cut around. Place cran- 
berry trees atop orange or pine- 
apple slices. Ring the slices 
around the meat with little 
sprigs of watercress between. 

2. Peel and core whole ap- 
ples. Cook them lightly in a red 
cinnamon syrup. Chili. Set each 
apple on a-shiny green galax 
leaf. Or, fit red paper cones 
with Santa faces drawn on, over 
the tops of the apples and use 
cream cheese buttons down the 
front for Santa Clauses. 

3. Top the ham with red bells 
made from chopped eherries. 
Use angelicia for the bows atop 
the belis. 

4. Make individual cherry or 
lime gelatin molds. Top each 
with a “bow” of cream cheese.
